MONDAY, Nov. 26, 1260.

at 12 o’clock M.

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives : 

It is with deep regret that I am constrained to forego the usual 
congratulations for peace, prosperity, and bright hopes for the fu- 
ture, which have formed so marked a feature of Executive Com: 
munications tothe Legislative Departments of the sovereign States 
of this once happy Confederacy. fn performance of what l deem- 
ed an imperative duty, I have convened you in extraordinary ses- 
sion, to take into consideration the, greatest and most solemn ` 
question that ever engaged the attention of any Legislative body 
on this Continent. One invôlving more human happiness or hu- 
man misery than any political question of the age in which we 
- live. On the solution of which hangs the destiny, for weal or 
woe, not only of this generation and this age, but of all genera- 
tions which come after us, for an indefinite term of centuries, 
the end of which no prophet can foretell. 

The existence or abolition of African slavery in the Southern 
States is now up for a final settlement before that tribunal which 
has exclusive jurisdiction—the people of the Southern States where 
it exists. It is true that the forms of a trial have been had, before 
the people of the non-slaveholding States. The institutions of the 
South have been dragged before ‘that tribunal, in violation of ev- 
ery principle of the Constitution, and of common sense, and tried 
before a Court having no jurisdiction, and a jury ignorant of the 
law and the facts; and the verdict thus obtained is, that slavery is 
sinful and must be destroyed. We are told that this verdict will 
be executed, that the Northern mind will never rest satisfied until 
slavery is placed in such a condition as will insure ilsguitimate ex- 
tinction, “nd that all the power the Southern States now have in 
the final settlement of this matter, is to choose whether it shall be 
a peaceable and gradual abolition, or speedy and violent. These 
are the hard terms offered to fifteen States of this Confederacy—as 
if they were conquered and not co equal States—as if the superior 
numbers of the Northern States gave them the constitutional right 
to regulate the domestic affairs “of the Southern States S, without 
consulting their wishes, and against their consent. Submission 
to such a rule establishes a despotism under which the dearest 
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rights of the ee States are held at the sufferance of a people 
ignorant of their wants, and hostile to their rights. Ifthey were 
honest and just, they are so utterly ignorant of the capacities and 
necessities of the two races which inhabit the Southern - ection of 
this Confederacy, p to render it impossible for them to rule it with 
success or manage it without ruin. It would be as reasonable to 
expect the steamship to make a successful voyage across the At- 
lantic with crazy men for engineers, asto hope fora prosperous future 
for the South under Black Republican rale. Can the lives, liberty 
and property of the people of Mississippi be safely entrusted to the 
keeping of that sectional majority which must heréafter administer 
the Federal Government ? 

I think they cannot, for the following reasons: 

They have exhibited a low selfishness in seizing all the Terri. 
tories, which are the common propert¢ of all the States. They 
have deliberately attempted to, and have succeeded in educating a 
generation to hate the South. ‘They have sworn to support the 
Federal Constitution, and deliberately passed laws with the palpa- 
ble intent to violate one of the plainest provisions of that compact. 
They have sent large sums of aed to Congress, fcr the purpose 
of bribing the members of that body to pass laws to advance their 
private interests. They have attempted to degrade us in the es- 
timation of other nations, by denouncing us as barbarians, pirates 
and robbers, unfit associates for Christian or civilized men. 
They have excited our slaves to insurrection, advised them to burn 
our property and murder our people, and have furnished them with 
arms and amunition to aid them in their bloody work. They have 
murdered Southern men in the lawful pursuit of their fugitive 
slaves, and failed to punish their citizens for these flagrant viola- 
tions of the laws of God and man. ‘They have furnished money 
and arms for the invasion of a slaveholding State, and when the 
punishment awarded to treason and murder by all civilized na- 
tions, overtook the invaders, they threatened the dastardly révenge 
of midnight incendiaries, tolled bells in honor of traitors and mur- 
derers, and rewarded the family of the chief traitor, as never was 
rewarded that of any soldier who fel) in defence of the country, 
and held him up as an example of heroic devotion toa just 
and glorious cause. Their Press, Pulpit, Lecture Room and Fo- 
rum teem daily and nightly-with exhortations to their people to press 
forward this war on our institutions even to the drenching of South. 
ern fields with the blood of her citizens. In view of all this long 
catalogue of insults and in uries, in view of the fact that this hostile 
section must continue to increase in power, I feel that I am war. 
ranted in saying that the Northern people have forfeited the confi- 
dence of the people of Mississippi, and that the lives, liberty and 
property of ourselves, and our children after us, ought not to be 
entrusted to rulers elected by such a people. ‘The judgment of the 
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people of all the Sonthern States bears me out in this conclusion, 
for the candidate recently elected to the Presidency, gets not one 
electoral vote in all the fifteen slave States. While our Northern 
assailants hai only the power of the piess, mobs and State Gov- 
ernments to aid them in these aggressions, it was the opinion of 
many of our wisest and best men that we might still defend our- 
selves in the Union, by the power of our State Governments with 
the aid of the Federal Government. But when, in a recent Pres- 
idential election, a large majority have decreed that the Federal 
Government, with all its immense powers, on which we relied for 
protection, shall hereafter be administered by the same cass of 
men who have been guilty of allthese acts of violence and bad faith, 
it is folly, it is madness to hope for safety in such a Government. 
To remain longer but adds weight and power to the arm 
that strikes us, and takes from us the power of returning the blows. 
Surveying the whole field, in view of the past history, the present 
attitude and future probabilities of this great question, I see but 
one path of honor and safety for Mississippi. Let her say to the 
Black Republican States as Abraham said to Lot: “Let there be 
no strife, I pray thee, between me and thee, and between my 
herdmen and thy herdmen, forwe be brethren. Separate thyself, 
I pray thee, from me, if thou wilt take the left hand then [ will go 
to the right; if thou depart to the right hand then I will go to the 
lett.” ‘That Mississippi may be enabled to speak on this grave 
subject in her sovereign capacity, I recommend that a Convention 
be called, to meet at an early day. The S:ate, thus assembled, 
will havea right to decide for itself the mode and measures 
of redress, for all violations of the rights of ‘her citizens, or the 
rights of the State, either by the Northern States, the people of 
the Northern States, or the Federal Government. That this right 
does exist inthe sovereign States of this Goniederacy, is plainly 
deduceable from the history of all the political bodies which origi- 
nated and organized this system of American Governments. The 
first great leading idea that lies at the base of our whole system, 
is found in that clause of the Declaration of Independence which 
declares : 

«We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are crea- 
ted equal; that they are endowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights: that among these, are life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness. That to secure these riohts, Governments are 
instituted among men, deriving their just powers from the consent 
of the governed, that whenever any form of Government hecomes 
destructive to these ends, itis the right cf the people to alter or 
abolish it, and to institute a new Government, laying its foundation ~ 
on such principles, and organizing its powers in such form as to 
them may seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness.” 

This short sentence contains the parent principle of our svatem 
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of Governments, both State and Federal, and any party which at- 
tempts to ignore itin the administration of these Governments, 
must prepare to meet the spirit of °76. Separate and independent 
communities, with Governments deriving their powers from the 
consent of the governed, the Colonies commenced the war of the 
Revolution. Separate and independent communities they declared 
themselves sovereign and independent States, and entered as such 
into articles of confederation. In their treaty of peace with Great 
Britain they were acknuwledged to Le sovereign and independent 
States. These sovereign States assembled in convention at Phil- 
adelphia on terms of perfect equality, to reorganize their confede- 
ration, to form a more perfect Union of sovereign States; and 
when in that Convention it was proposed to give tu the larger 
States the power to govern the smaller without their consent 
by giving them representation in both branches of the Federal 
Congress in proportion to their population—the necessity of union 
growing out of the then feebleness of the States—the confidence 
engendered by seven years of brotherhood in arms, and the pres- 
ence of Washington himself, would not have saved the Conven- 
tion from disruption if the larger States had not acknowledged this 
great and vital principle in the confederation, by giving the smaller 
States perfect equality in that most imr ortant branch of the Feder- 
al Congress which has tke treaty making power, and the power 
to negative alike the appointments of the President and the enact- 
ments of the House of Representatives. Again, when in that 
Convention it was proposed to give to the Federal Government the 
power to “call forth the force of the Union against any member of 
the Confederacy failing to do its duty under the articles thereof,” 
inen of all parties sprang to their feet and denounced it as viola- 
tive of the rights cf the States and dangerous tothe liberties of the 
people, and voted it down unanimously. If any party shall be 
tound reckless enough to attempt to usurp this power for the Fed- 
eral Government, thus positively denied to it by the Convention, 
men of all parties will spring totheir feet and again vindicate the 
rights of the States and the liberty of the people. When this 
Constitution was finally agreed to in the Convention of Philadel- 
phia, it was submitted to the several States, and exch State for 
itself and by itself, ratified it. Nor was it ordained and establish- 
ed between the peopie of any State and those of the other States, 
except by the separate and sovereign act of that State. The Con 
vention of New York declared in their act of ratification, that the 
powers of the Government may be re-assumed by the peoplé 
whensoever it shall become necessary to their happiness. What 
people is here meant? The people of New York! jor that Con- 
vention could speak for no other. ‘The Convention of the State of 
Virginia, in her act of ratification, in the name and in behalf of 


he people of Virginia, declared that “the powers granted under the ~ 
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Constitution being derived from the people of the United States, 
may be resumed by them whensoever the same shall be perverted 
to their injury or oppression.” Who, was it feared, might pervert 
these granted powers to the injury and oppression of f the people ol! 
V irginia ? The majority of the States by their votes in the Con- 
gress, and in the election of the President. Could Virginia mean 
that only a majority of ‘the people of these United States” had the 
_ right to resume the powers granted under the Constitution? This 
construction would make their declaration idle and senseless, for 
that same majority could control the action of the Government and 
prevent the perversicn of its powers. ‘Phat Convention “speaking 
in the name and in behalf of the people of Virginia,” must have 
intended to declare that the people of Virginia had a right to re- 
sume the power which they had granted to the Federal Govern- 
ment whenever the same shall be perverted to their injury or op- 
pression, and used the phrase “the people of the United States” to 
express a double idea, declaring the right of the people of Vir. 
ginia, and admitting the right of the people of each of the States to 
resume the powers granted under the Constitution, whenever the 
same shall be perverted to their injury or oppression. ‘The peo- 
ple vf Rhode Island, in her act of ratification, were 
still more explicit in reserving this right. Her Convention 
declared in that act, that there are rights of which they could 
not deprive or divest their posterity, among which they enumerate 
the right of pursuing and obtaining happiness, possessing and pro- 
tecting property, and to guard these among others, from the usurp- 
ations or abuses of the Federal Government, they declared 
that “th> powers of the Government may be re-assumed by the 
people, whensoever it shall become necessary to their happiness.” 
The right to be governed only by their own consent, and to witi- 
raw whenever it is necessary for their safety, are parts of the 
reserved rights of the States. ‘Those who have arrived at a dif. 
rerent conclusion, seem to have iynoredthe history of the action ot 
the States, and gone to the words of the Constitution to seek there 
ihe reserved rights of the States, and when they find in the pre. 
amble of that Instrument the words, * We, the peop'e of the United 
States, do ordain and establish this Constitution, for the Uni- 
ted States of America,” they contend that this Government wa- 
onda yuce and established by the whoie people for. the States, 
und over the States, and is consequently binding on the State- 
Re the whole people of the United States relieves them of the 
obligation to obey it, ‘This constr uction is contradicted alike by 


the facts of history and the words of the Constitution. History’ 


shows that it was made and agreed to by the States, the salle 
States having an equal voice with the larger States in the adop- 
tion of every clause in it, and that it was ratified and established 
by the States, exch acting independently by itself and for itselz.

and the words of the Constitution in the seventh article are as fol. 
lows: “The ratification of the Convention of nine States shall be 
sufficient for the establishment of this Constitution between the 
States so ratifying the same.’ Thus the Constitution agreeing 
with the vacts of history shows that it was established by the States 
and not by the whole people of the United States; and was to be 
binding between the States that ratified it, and not over them. 
Binding between the States which might ratify, and not between 
them and States refusing to ratify. For the ratification of twelve 
States could not and did not make it binding between them and the 
smallest State ofthe former Confederacy, Rhode Island, until on 
her own terms and in her own time, her sovereign act made her 
one of the States of the new Confederacy. Again, it is asserted 
that the supremacy of the Federal Government over the States was 
established and agreed to in the seventh clause of the sixth article 
of the Constitution, as follows : ` 

This Constitution, and the laws of the United States which 
shall be made in pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or 
which shall be made, under the authority of the United States, 
shall be the supreme law of the land; and the Judges of every 
State shall be bound thereby, anything in the Constitution or laws 
of any State to the contrary notwithstanding.” ° l 

This clause asserts the supremacy of the Constitution, laws and 
treaties of the Federal Government over the Constitutions, laws, 
Courts and citizens of the States so long as they remain United, 
but does not touch, and was not intended to touch the question of 
the right of a State to resume this with the other granted powers, 
and to cease tobe one of the United States. This: onstitution, the 
laws and treaties are declared to be the supreme Jaw of the land. 
What land? The ‘lerritories of the States remaining in 
the Confederacy, and not.the ‘Territory of the State after it has 
withdrawn from it. "The States did not in this clause of the Con- 
stitution, surrender the right which they had so jealously watched 
over through all stages of its: formation. It thus seems to me 
clear, that the right to be governed only by their own consent, 
and to withdraw from the Government for tyrranny and oppres- 
sion is the birth-right of the States, which our fathers guarded for 
us, never loosing sight of it, never surrendering it. And we must 
guard it for our sons. It is today in more iminent peril than at 
any time since Washington crossed the Delaware. That danger 
arises from the fact that Mr. Lincoln is to be President for the 
next four years. ‘That, were it unattended by other threatning 
circumstances, would be a matter of small moment; but -when itis 
remembered that a struggle bas been going on, between the two 
great sections of the Confederacy, for forty years, the North strug- 
gling for domination, for the power to oppress and injure the 
South—the Southern States defending their existence as equals in 
the Confederacy. asking nothing but what was given vy the Con- 
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stitution and guarranteed by oaths; and when that dominant, hostile 
Northern section has attained numbers sufficient to place itself 
permanently in the ascendant, and add the powers of the Federal 
Government to its m2ans of oppression, well may we regard this 
as the great danger, that constrains men of all parties in the South 
to bury party feuds and band together for defense. Qur deliver- 
ance from this great danger, in my opinion, is to be fuund in the 
reserved: right of the States to withdraw from injury and-oppres- 
sion—which was retained by those who formed this Government, 
for just such an emergency.as-this. Embodied in the reserved 
rights of the States, is the soul of American Liberty. [he great 
saving principle to which alone the Southern States can look and live. 
This saving principle must perish under Black Republican rule. 
Then go duwn into Egypt while Herod reigns in Judea—it is the 
only means of saving the life of this Emanuel 3 American pol- 
itics. And when, in after years, it shall be told you that they who 
sought the life of this Prince of Peace and Fraternity are dead, 
you may come up.out of Egypt, and realize all the fond hopes ot 
patriots and sages, of peace on earth and good will among men, 
under the nenign influence of a re-united Government, deriving 
its just powers from the consent of the governed. 

That the State of Mississippi may evince to her Southern sister 
States the interest she feels in the common danger, I recommend 
that commissioners be appointed to visit such gf them as may con- 
voke their Legislatures or call Conventions to take into considera- 
tion the threatening attitude of the Northern States, and the North. 
ern sectional administration about to be inaugurated at Washing- 
ton. That théy may be informed that Mississippi does not intend 
to submit to that administration, and we may learn in the most 
authentic form what are their aims and purposes in the premises. 

] recommend that an appropriation be made to each volunteer 
company, of a sum sufficient topay all reas mable expenses attend- 
ing encampments, on days appointed for exercise and instruction ; 
keeping their arms and equipments, so that the young men who 
give their time and undergo the labor of preparing themselves as 
soldiers to defend the rights of the States may not be required to 
expend one dollar of their private means. [recommend that a coat 
of arms be adopted for the State of Mississippi. In view of the 
unsettled condition of our political affairs, and the probable great 
derangement of monetary and commercial relations of the country, 
and to prevent the ruinous sacrifice of the property of the people 
of this state, I recommend that an act'be passed staying the bring- 
ing of suits and the collection of debts by execution sales, until the 
close of the next regular session of the Legislature. 

As itis more than probable that many of the citizens of the 
border States, may seek a market for their slaves in the cotton 
States, I recommend the passage of an act prohibiting the intro- 
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duction of slaves into this State, unless their owners come with 
them and become citizens, and prohibiting the introduction of 
slaves for sale by all persons, whomsoever. 

Permit me, in conclusion, again to refer to the great danger to 
the State which has brought you from your homes, and to exhort 
my countrymen not to be “caught by the fatal bait of temporary 
ease and quiet,” not to submit to great, disgraceful and certain 
evils, from a dread of others which may prove to be imaginary.
